Schools 
closed 
by ice 
storm 


Freezing rain moved into the 
Quad-City area early today, 
slowing traffic to a crawl and 
causing school closings 
throughout the area. 

A coating of ice on streets, 
highways and roads hampered 
morning rush-hour traffic and 
caused cancellation of school 
bus service in all parts of the 
Quad-Cities. 

As a result, all classes were 
cancelled for today in the 
Granite City, Venice and 
Madison school districts and at 
the Venice-Lincoln Technical 
Center, 

All parochial schools in 
Granite City, Madison and 
Venice also were closed today, 
as was the Granite City Park 
District pre-school program. 
‘There also were school closings 
today in the Alton, Edward- 
sville and St. Louis County 
areas, 

Classes were cancelled at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville until 4:30 p.m 
today, and today's  tran- 
sportation was cancelled for 
handicapped workshop par- 
ticipants of Specialized Services 
in Madison, Alton and Collin- 
sville 

‘The freezing rain was a 
continuation of severe winter 
weather that moved into the 
area Monday with a four-inch 
snowfall that also hampered 
traffic movements because of 
slippery streets. 

A possibility the weather 
problem may become more 
acute later today was forecast 
by the U.S. Weather Service, 
which said freezing rain may 
continue throughout today, 
changing briefly to snow before 
ending late tonight. 

‘A high temperature from the 
mid-20s to 30 was predicted for 
this afternoon, dropping tonight 
to a low of about 10, It was 31 
degrees during the late mor- 
ning, 

Granite City street crews 
were called out at 4:30 a.m. 
today to spread salt at major 
intersections. As the morning 
wore on, vehicles on heavily- 
traveled streets and highways 
caused the ice to become 
slushy, aiding traffic 
movements slightly. 

Following Monday's 
snowstorm, the street depart- 
ment here spread 450 tons of 
salt and 450 tons of cinders, 
according to Street Superin- 
tendent Lionell Portell. Street 
crews in Madison and Venice 
also spread salt and cinders at 
principal intersections and on 
McKinley Bridge. 

Portell said today’s icing 
condition presented an ad- 
ditional problem when catch 
basins became clogged by 
slush. Two crews were assigned 
to clean the catch basins at 
street level to keep ice and

A new sewer break of major 
proportions has developed in 
the eight-inch sanitary sewer 
line near 1926 Joy Ave., the 
Granite City Council was in- 
formed during its regular 
meeting Monday night. 

News of the break — the 44th 
in the Nameoki area since the 
1973 spring flooding — was 
given the council by Alderman 
Clyde Boyd, chairman of the 
council's Street and Alley 
Committee. 

Lionel Portell, city street 
superintendent, told the Press- 
Record that the break is a 
major one, involving the ap- 
parent collapse of about 15 feet 
of the 8-inch line that serves a 
wide area 

The break, which had been on 
the street department’s 
“suspect list’? of locations 
where trouble might develop, 
shut off the flow of sewage 
Portell said gasoline pumps 
were set up during the weekend 
to pump sewage around the 
break. 

He said it was impossible for 
street department workers to 
repair the break because of the 
water table. Workers made an 
excavation in an attempt to 
determine if immediate repairs 
could be made, but they hit the 
water table at about 11 feet and 
the walls of the excavation 
caved in, Portell said. 

‘The sewer line at that point is 
13 feet deep, Portell said. This 
will require dewatering to drop 
the underground water level 
around the break area before 
repairs can be made, he said. 

Efforts will be made to 
acquire an electric pump for the 
site because of the time 
required by workers to operate 
gasoline pumps which must be 
refueled andsstarted at regular 
intervals, Portell added.

Summer school 
outlook dimming 


Administrators of the Granite 
City public schools have begun 
planning this year’s summer- 
school program, even though 
there is a possibility the 
program may never get off the 
drawing boards. 

Frank L. Kraus, assistant 
superintendent of schools, told 
the board at its regular meeting 
Tuesday evening that the state 
has not even begun to reim 
burse the district for the last 
summer school and may run out 
of funds before full payment is 
made. 


“In my opinion there is a 
possibility that the state could 
come up short of funds before 
the end of this fiscal year and 
we, therefore, would not receive 
full payment for our past

A recession, it has been said, 
is when your neighbor is out of 
work; a depression is when you 
are out of work. 

But such business cycles in 
the Quad-City area and in 
Illinois are no laughing matter, 
particularly when they are still 
in progress. 

And they seem to recur every 
generation — in fact, slightly 
oftener than that. 

The whole trend has been 
studied by Sangamon State 
University, which notes that the 
pattern has .become so 
pronounced that a growing 
number of knowledgeable 
citizens is beginning to view the 
apparent inevitability of the 
cycle with a bit of alarm. 

After nearly every period of 
prosperity, contemporary 
lllinoisans tend to become 
uneasy about the economy.

Economic downturns of 
varying intensity began in 1819, 
1837, 1857, 1873, 1893, 1929, 1953, 
and 1974, 

These rolling peaks of 
prosperity and troughs of 
depression led economists to 
coin the phrase “business 
cycle” and almost everyone to 
fiercely debate how its ex- 
tremes might be moderated for 
the benefit of the people. 

Between the War of 1812 and 
Illinois’ statehood year, 1818, 
the United States enjoyed an 
economic boom tied to land 
speculation.

Granite City’s municipal 
government has hopes of ad- 
ditional substantial reim- 
bursements of city funds ex- 
pended on disaster-related 
sewer repairs, Mayor Paul 
Schuler said Wednesday. 

The city is acting af- 
firmatively and aggressively to 
seek the maximum possible 
return of such funds, he said, 
and there is expectation that 
most of the repair costs 
associated with 1973 flooding 
and underground water table 
factors will be reimbursed. 

Expenditures since 1973 total 


$1,694,262 in contractual 
payments and $145,675 city 
expenditures for work related to 
storm damage and other costs, 
it was related. 

The Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration has 
tentatively approved reim- 
bursement of $768,790, subject 
to final federal and state audits 
that are being started this week. 
Of this, about $532,000 has been 
advanced to the city because of 
its financial need and because 
the initial review of municipal 
records showed them to be in 
order, the mayor said. 


Sewers may 
delay nursing 


ome project 


Action on a resolution that 
would empower Mayor Paul 
Schuler to enter agreements for 
annexation of a 10-acre tract of 
land proposed as the site of a 
new 122-bed nursing home, was 
deferred by the City Council 
Monday night to permit a more 
thorough study of sanitary 
sewage and ~ stormwater 
drainage facilities. 

The deferral was made on a 
motion by Alderman Sam 
Whitmer of the Second Ward 
after City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer and Street Superin- 
tendent Lionel Portell differed 
in their opinions as to whether 
the Lexington subdivision 
sanitary sewer line would be 
adequate to serve the new 
facility. 

Construction of the nursing 
home is proposed by Jerry S. 


Maeras, Inc., as developers, on 
Mockingbird Lane between the 
Steelcrest addition and the 
Alton & Southern tracks. 

The construction site is now 
located in Nameoki Township. 
Mayor Schuler told the alder- 
men that another land tract 
owned by Everett G. and Alma 
Steele would need to be annexed 
to Granite City first to make the 
nursing horhe site contiguous to 
the city limits, to permit its 
annexation. 

Annexation would be 
necessary to permit the nursing 
home to tap on to city sewers. 
Brewer told the council that a 
plan to connect the nursing 
home facility with the 
Lexington subdivision sanitary 
line would provide ample 
service, and that such a plan

“Insofar as the contractor ‘is 
concerned, questions con- 
cerning $225,000 of his billing 
were turned over by the city to 
an independent auditor, Curry, 
Lenhardt and Associates, and 
all monies billed were sub- 
stantiated by the independent 
auditor, ‘ 
“The independent audit in- 
volved: comparing the original 
contract, the labor agreement, 
city log, contractor payroll 
records, city employe records 

and all bills and vouchers. 

“The audit failed to reveal 
any substantial errors and, jn 
the auditor’s opinion, the 

lings were substantiated 

“If, however, the federal or 
state audits -show any sub- 
stantial problems~ with the 
contractor's billing, the city 
intends to take all appropriate 
action, including action 
regarding any funds’ due and 
any damages incurré 

Contractual payments were 
completed in, August 1975 for 
1973-74 work related to 17 major 
sanitary sewer breaks. 

Counting breaks of varying 
degrees of severity, and in- 
cluding a Joy Avenue break 
detected this week, there have 
been 44 breaks in Nameoki area

Third youth guilty in

Member schools of the Illinois, 
High School Association (IHSA)* 
have embarked on a program to 
re-educate those who par- 
ticipate in or attend tour- 
naments or meets which lead to 
championships in the 
association's 23-sport state 
tournament series. The topic is 
the responsibilities of players, 
coaches, officials and spec- 
tators. 


Responding to a mandate of 
the IHSA board of directors 
through Executive Secretary 
Harry Fitzhugh “to bring to a 
halt” the expanding trend of 
violence, growing lack of 
respect for authority and in- 
creasing demands to “win at all 
costs,” schools that will serve 
as hosts for tournaments and 


meets will intensify their 
current es: 

to “re-educate 
school administrative and 
faculty, personnel, students, 
parents and taxpayers in ac- 
cordance with the principles of 
fair play, observance of the 
rules, and respect for the 
dignity of others.” 

Ina letter to principals of the 
schools which will host [HSA 
activities in the remainder of 
the current school year, Fit- 
zhugh wrote: “The board of 
directors strongly urges you to 
reprint ‘The  Sportsman’s 
Creed’ in the printed program 
(and other material) which you 
use at your tournament-meet 
and to include any additional 
school or conference policies 
concerning the conduct of 


participants, coaches, officials 

and fans who attend the tour- 
Aaa hosted by your 
school.” 

Fitzhugh made reference to a 
four-part series of guidelines, 
outlining the responsibilities of 
the player, the coach, the of- 
ficial and the spectator, which 
has appeared in the 
Association's Official Manual of 
Instruction for Conducting 
THSA Basketball Tournaments 
since it was first published July 
1, 1936. 

It has been distributed each 
year thereafter to schools 
hosting the different levels of 
tournaments leading to the 
boys’ state final tournament in 
Champaign.

Hunters set 


deer records 


By ART SCHUMANN 


Dinois deer hunters en- 
joyed record-breaking suc- 
fess in the gun season just 
‘completed. . 

With an unofficial total of 
15,403 whitetail deer har- 
vested during the six-day 
season, Illinois hunters set a 


new standard during the - 


modern Illinois deer hunting 
era which began in 1957. 

Top deer-producing areas 
were’ Pope (791), Crab 
Orchard Refuge (623), Joe 
Davies (615), Pike (577), 
Hancock (543), Adams (498) 
and Union (464). 

Those counties, along with 
Crab Orchard Refuge, are 
areas for hunters to keep in 
mind when applying for per- 
mits next year. 

In Illinois, receiving a deer 
hunting permit is only half 
the battle, however, since 
each county’s lands are usu- 
ally privately owned and per- 
mission to hunt must be se- 
cured. 


When applying for a permit 
to hunt the Crab Orchard Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge, how- 
ever, the hunter is assured of 
enjoying a hunt in one of the 
state’s primary deer ranges. 

Last year, 1,311 deer were 
harvested on refuge lands 
and refuge hunting in Illinois 
ranked second only to Pope 
county. 

The growth of the deer 
population at Crab Orchard 
Refuge has been phenome- 
nal. In 1951 the deer popula- 
tion there was estimated at 
six head, but by .1966 had 
jumped to 3,000 with the ani-

mals causing extensive crop 
damage in the area. 

In 1966 a closed-area reduc- 
tion-hunt was organized with 
a total kill of 1,400. Again in 
1973, however, the area began 
showing signs of 1966 propor- 
tions, so a harvest of 800 deer 
was allowed. Another harvest 
was staged in 1974 with 1,311 
deer removed. 

Since this year’s harvest 
was 623, Crab Orchard may 
be closed to hunting in 1976. If 
not, it’s one of the 
areas for Dlinois hunters to 
consider. 


+++ 


In neighboring Wisconsin, 
meanwhile, the deer harvest 
has been unofficially esti- 
mated at 115,000, since hunt- 
ing conditions were excellent 
with abundant snow for open- 
ing: weekend. 

Southern Wisconsin coun- 
ties led the state in deer pro- 
duction this year with Jack- 
son (5,208), Waupaca (4,903), 
Marathon (3,699) and Wood 
(3,945) leading the way. 

Undoubtedly, central- 
southern Wisconsin contains 
the midwest’s largest deer 
herds, which is'a shift in bal- 
ance during recent years. 

Traditionally, midwest 
sportsmen gravitated to 
northern Wisconsin to hunt, 
but no longer, since maturing 
forests and browse-areas 
along with milder tempera- 
tures have forced deer popu- 
lations further south. 

Indications are that next 
year’s deer regulations in 
Wisconsin will be changed 
considerably from those in 
previous years.

Michigan’s 1975 firearm 
deer harvest has been gauged 
at 87,100 animals and is com- 
parable to last year’s total of 
92,040. 


Michigan hunters har- 
vested 80,300 bucks and 6,800 
antesless deer. It’s estimated 
that one hunter in every eight 
afield bagged a deer. 

All northern areas ‘had 
more spike bucks in the year- 
ling age class this year. Most 
significant was the Lake- 
Newaygo County area in 
Michigan where the percent- 
age of spikes rose to 57 per 
cent, compared to just 13 per 
cent a year ago.

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History of DeMolay explained to Rotary 


The Order of DeMolay was 
brought to Granite City in 1921 
by Granite City Chapter 221 of 
the Royal Arch Masons, ac- 
cording to Charles A. Meyer 
who spoke at the Tuesday noon 
meeting of the Granite City 
Rotary Club in the YMCA. 

“The Granite City chapter 
was the first chapter in Illinois, 


the first chapter east of the 
Mississippi and the 98th chapter 
in the world,” Meyer said. 

“Our chapter received it’s 
letters on May 24, 1921, and was 
instituted on July 5, 1921, by the 
St. Louis Chapter. 

“Thirty young men 16 and 
older were the charter mem- 
bers and until Jan. 1, 1968, our 
official name was the Granite 
City Chapter, Order of 
DeMolay. The name was then 
changed to the James Stuart 
Chapter as a memorial to 


James “Uncle Jimmy” Stuart, 
Meyer said. 

“The first chapter adviser 
was Isaac Propes, followed by 
Alvah H. Holman. James Stuart 
came on the scene in 1932, like 
the proverbial man who came to 
dinner. He took over’ tem- 
porarily as our Chapter Dad in 
the depth of the depression, and 
was doing a great job when I 
became a DeMolay in 1935. 

“He was the dynamic moving 
force behind the Granite City 
Chapter until his sudden death 


Oct. 3, 1965.” 

The speaker noted that under 
“Uncle Jimmy,” the local 
chapter became the largest 
chapter in the state and due to 
his interest in athletics the 
trophy case in the lobby of the 
Masonic temple is filled with 
trophies of local DeMolay 
teams. 

Qualifications for mem- 
bership, according to Meyer, is 
that a young man must believe 
in God, be at least 13 years of 
age and petition a chapter. 

‘The seven cardinal virtues of 
DeMolay a young man receives 


of parents and family (filial 
love) reverence,- courtesy, 
comradeship, _ fidelity, 
cleanliness and patriotism. 
The second degree known as 
the DeMolay degree is a drama 
about Jacques DeMolay for 
‘whom the order was named. 
At each. degree the new 
member receives a secret 
obligation which he is required 
to learn and give from memory. 
The program of the local 
chapter includes ritual work, 
athletics and social events. 
“DeMolay teaches no par- 
ticular religious creed, 
therefore an adherent of any

It proposes a 58 per cent 
tuition increase for in-state 


vundergraduates and’ a 92 per 


cent increase for graduate 
students at SIUE. 
"The BHE also proposed that 


tuition waivers — institutional 
scholarships — be cut to two per 
cent of full-time enrollment. 
According to Roberts, this may 
affect 1,200 students at STUE 
who have been unable to get 


scholarships from any other — 


source. 

Roberts said SIUE will not be 
allowed to retain as much of its 
tuition money as it has in the 


past due to MP-IV. 

“For instance, our University 
Center and Tower Lake 
(student housing at SIUE) will 
be affected by this. Our tuition 
money is usually used to pay off 
bonds for these buildings. 

“If the board reduces the 
amount of dollars the university 
can retain by 30 per cent, as it is 


married student housing alone 
at Tower Lake,” Roberts said. 

“This means Tower Lake 
people will have to pay at least 
$10 more in rent, plus pay for 


their utilities, which are now 
provided in their rent. Single 
students will have to pay about 
$5 more a month plus their 
utilities,” he said. 

Roberts predicted that 
student activity fees will have to 
be raised about $5. “Without a 
raise, services will be cut, the 
building will be closed on 
weekends and activities will be 
cut back. 

“The athletic department will 
be cut by about 60 per cent. 

“One way we get athletes to 
come here is to give them 
tuition waivers. We will have a

Student Governments (AISG), 
which represents 170,000,000 
college students in the state. 
“Let's get 40,000 signatures at 
least,” he urged the representa- 
tives of the organizations. 

“We want to have a mile, 
worth of signatures to take to 
the governor’s office agd unroll: 
at his feet.” 

Roberts announced that the; 
SIUE student government, 
along with AISG, will be con 
ducting voter registration 
drives on campus. ‘We have got 
to be registered to vote and 
prepared to vote and to lobby. 
We want to make sure that on 
the day the legislators meets on 
MP-IV, they haye no choice but 
to vote against this increase.” 

Roberts believes that 
although all state universities 
will be hurt by MP-IV, SIUE 
will be the hardest hit. 

“The BHE is trying to say 
that we need uniformity, that 
every school in the state should 
cost the same,” he said. ‘But 
there is no way you can take a 
person from Alton, East St. 
Louis or Edwardsville and say 
they can pay the same tuition 
and have the same needs as 

eone from Oak Park in 
Chicago. 

“SIUE was created to give us 
a chance to get an education!” 
Roberts continued. ‘‘Only six 
per cent of our population in this 
area had a_ college degree 
before SIUE. That is why SIUE 
was put here.” 

A student representative 
asked Roberts why lottery 

money wasn't used to pay for 
education as had _ been 
originally been proposed. 

“Some people say that the 
lottery made $72 million this 
year, This money is going back 
into the general revenue fund,” 
Roberts said. 

“The BHE wants $11 million 
more for students to pay for 
higher education. This isn’t 
much money when you are 
talking about $72 million. 

“Why not use the money from 
the lottery? Only one dollar out 
of seven made by the lottery 
could pull higher education 
through this crisis,” Roberts 
concluded, :

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Sewer problem floods yards 


Lionel Portell, Granite City 
superintendent of streets, said 
this week the city is attempting 
to redesign a pump in the 
Steelecrest Subdivision which 
has been malfunctioning, 
allowing the back yard of Larry 
Hutchinson, 53. Lockhaven 
Drive, and several surrounding 
yards, to flood. 

The pump is used to transfer 
water and waste from the 
pressurized sewer line installed 
by Archer Daniels Midland Co., 
where the line discharges into 
the Granite City sewers. 


Portell explained a problem 
in the electrical system which 
turns on the switch has caused it 
to malfunction several times, 
causing the industrial waste to 
leave the ADM line under 
pressure and bubble up from 
the ground. 

Cleaning the filters in the 
pump corrects the problem, but 
only ‘for a short time, he said. 
Electrical engineers have 
studied the pump and are at- 
tempting: to design a new 
switching system which will 
remove the waste, even when 


the filters are dirty, he said. 
The, sewer line was con- 
structed by ADM and was given 
to the city after completion. 
When a problem developed, 
ADM replaced the line for the 


city. 

Portell said ADM has been 
working with the city, at- 
tempting to correct the 
problem, and has reduced the 
particulate matter and the 
temperature of the waste 
material going into the sewer, 
but the moves have failed to 
solve the problem. 


Venice fire loss jumps 


The number of fires in Venice 
during 1975 was up 59 per cent

‘The total fire loss for the year 
was estimated at $63,175 in 1975, 
up from $26,200 the previous 
year. The 1975 loss total in- 
cluded $45,175 loss to property 
and $18,000 loss of contents. 

Firemen did succeed in 
keeping losses minimal, 
however, as the report showed 
the total value of property in 
which fires occurred was 
$350,500, and the value of the 
contents was $109,500.

But the good times ended in 
1819, and the first national 
depression halted westward 
migration. 

Prosperity returned with the 
opening of the Erie Canal in 
1825, the resultant increase in 
the westward movement, and 
the resurgence of -land 
speculation. 

Riding a wave of optimism, 
the Illinois legislature followed 
the example of many Eastern 
states and passed a bill’ 
establishing a vast, $10 million 
internal improvement scheme 
involving railroads, canals and 
turnpikes. 

Within a few short months, 
the Panic of 1837 sfruck, 
eliminating any chance that the 
state could finance its am- 
bitious plan. . 

The.panic spread economic 
ruin and the state’s banks 
suspended gold payments when 
they were unable to redeem 
their notes with specie. 

In 1841, the state defaulted on 
the interest on its bonds, and 
they fell to 15 cents on the 
dollar. 

During the 1840s and the first 
half of the 1850s, good crops 
brought high prices. 

This encouraged a new wave 
of immigration into Illinois 
from Northern Europe and the 
Eastern states. 

Liberal land laws in Congress 
encouraged farmers, while 
Chicago began its own spec- 
tacular rise to become the most 
important commercial center in 
the Midwest. 

Growth, however, was in- 
terrupted by the Panic of 1857, 
which caused unemployment, a 
drastic decline in land prices, 
and an economic slowdown that 
did not pick up again until the 
Civil War. 

The war created vast wealth 
in Illinois, particularly for in- 
dustrialists in Chicago who 
supplied the war effort. 

But wartime prosperity ended 
in September 1873 with the 
failure of the Philadelphia 
banking firm of Jay Cook and 
Co., considered the most 
powerful in the country. 

Within a short time, Illinois 
banks went into temporary 
suspension. 

Bank loans were contracted 
on the average of 25 per cent. 

Heavy industry girded for 
what turned out to be six lean 
years, farm prices spiraled 
downward, and 1877 saw the 
first national strike. 

The 1880s witnessed 
magnificent industrial and 
commercial growth which 
lasted until 1893 when panic 
struck again, the effects 
multiplied by the closing of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition 
in Chicago at the end of 
October. 

Banks failed, Chicago was 
flooded with transients, and the 
Pullman strike represented 
statewide labor dissatisfaction. 

But true to the pattern, 
prosperity and optimism were 
as great as ever by the turn of 
the century. 

The 20-year cycle was in- 
terrupted somewhat by World 
War I. 

The so-called Great 
Depression of the 1930s, 
however, triggered by the 
collapke of thes stock market 
in 1929, created unparalleled 
hardships throughout Illinois. 

It was not over, of course, 
until the war-sponsored growth 
ended it in 1941 for ‘‘artificial” 
reasons. 

In spite of New Deal 
remedies, economic downturns 
recurred in the late 1950s and 
the mid-1970s. 

For 150 years in Illinois, the 
business cycle has been 
responsible for creating and for 
destroying great fortunes and 
countless political careers. 

Ithas been an important part 
of the economic history of the 
state. 

And it may well be part of the 
price of the degree of economic 
freedom TIllinoisans and 
Americans enjoy. 
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New bids. scheduled for 
Mitchell school pump 


Bids for supplying and in- 
stalling a new lift pump for the 
sewage treatment” plant at 
Mitchell School were rejected 
by the Granite City Board of 
Education Tuesday night and 
the board agreed to seek new 
bids for the pump only. 

The lowest bid received was 
from Russell J. Smith, Inc., St. 
Louis, the only wholesale 
distributor in this area for the 
type of pump needed, and 
requested $3,707 for the pump 
alone. 

Other bids for the pump in- 
Stalled were received from 
Triangle Heating Co., for $6,783, 
and from Grove Plumbing & 
Heating Co. for $7,300. 

Rofald Landman, main- 
tenance supervisor for the 
School district, noted that the 
$3,000 difference between the 
pump price from the distributor 
‘and the lowest bid for the pump 
installed would warrant having 
the school district’s main- 
‘tenance personne! install the 
pump. * 

“They disconnected the old 
‘one and took it out. I would think 
they could install the new one 
and connect it,’’ Landman said. 

Board members said they did 
not feel they could accept the 
‘bid for the pump only, since the 
request for bids called both for 


supplying and installing the 
pump. 

They agreed to seek new bids 
for the unit. 

Since there are no sanitary 
sewers in the Mitchell area, a 
sewer owned by the school 
district goes from the school to 
a lift station where sewage is 
lifted into a small treatment 
plant. It then is treated and 
discharged into a ditch. 

The board also awarded 
contracts for chili beans, tat- 
sup, tomato soup and 
mushrooms to three suppliers 
with the contracts totaling 
$5,298, All were awarded as low 
bids to specifications. 

Contracts were to Edray 
Foods, Inc., for $1,738, Tarlas 
Meat Co, for $3,325, and Swit- 
zer’s Inc., for $235. 


Contracts were awarded to 
three bidders to supply 
equipment for a color guard at 
Granite City High School North, 
including plastic rifles, 
flagpoles, flags and other items. 

The contracts, totaling $881, 
were to Intermedia Inc., for 
$549, Tom Marti for $276, and 
Tom Peacock’s T.B. Enter- 
prises for $56.

The Tri-City Regional Port, 
which has, been known recently 
for its handling of such basic 
commodities as grain, fer- 
tilizers, oil and chemicals, is 
also being accepted as a more 
versatile facility. A wide 
variety of commodities is now 
being loaded onto and unloaded 
from barges here, 

For the past few days, large 
white oak logs from Missouri 
and Arkansas have been 
brought here on trucks and 
loaded onto barges for shipment 
to Hamburg, Germany, where 
they will be used for veneer on 
furniture. 

Also currently in progress is 
the unloading of barges filled 


Robbery 


Two robbers took about $45 
from the Ridgedale Con- 
fectionery, 2500 Nameoki Road, 
at 6:40 p.m. Monday. 

The owner said he and a clerk 
were behind the counter when 
two men entered. One stayed by 
the doorway while the other 
went to the counter and an- 
nounced, “This is a holdup. I 
want your money. All of it. Give 
me ail the money.” 

‘The man at the counter then 
told the man at the door to 
“Keep a watch out.”” The man 
at the door then displayed a 
small caliber silver automatic 
pistol and demanded money 
from the clerk. The woman 
clerk complied and gave him all 
the money from the cash 
register. 

The gunman then told the 
owner and clerk to lie down 
behind the counter and not to 
get up for five minutes. 

‘A witness saw the men leave 
the confectionery and said they 
fled across the street and into 
Kirkpatrick Homes where they.

Police questioned the owner, 
clerk, witness and another 
confectionery employe who hid 
behind a curtain in the kitchen 
area during the robbery 

They described the first 
robber to approach the counter 
as about 5 feet, 9 inches tall and 
having dark collar-length hair. 
The second robber was about 6 
feet, 3 inches tall and had a 
mustache, they related. 

The witness, who said he was 
near the confectionery at the 
time of the holdup, said he saw a 
tall man and a short man, both 
with long hair, dash out of the

The Monsanto chemicals 
bound for Germany are to be 
loaded into larger barges 
weighing 500 tons each, which 
also will be lifted onto overseas 
ships. 

Carl Ranft, port manager and 
secretary of the port district, 
said the new commodities are 
examples of the growth ex- 
pected at the port district in the 
near future as it becomes more 
widely known as a “truly 
regional port capable of servi 
the needs of the entire region.”

Meyer, by Clayton Johnson, 
agent, and Bud Sullivan, agent 
for the purchaser, for a special 
use permit to construct a 
storage barn and stable north of 
the race track be denied 

‘They had proposed a storage 
barn to keep hay and feed, 
supplying both the Fairmount 
and Cahokia Downs race 
tracks. They also wanted a barn 
to stable 15 horses. The 
property is in a B-3 highway 
business district of Nameoki 
‘Township. 


Fifteen persons were present 
at a public hearing on the 
request and four spoke against 
granting the permit. 

The zoning board also is 
recommending that a request 
by the Pentecostal Assembly of 
Jesus Christ, filed by the Rev. 
Frank Gabrial, be held over onc 
month for further  con- 
sideration.

The Illinois Commerce 
Commission informed’ Illinois 
Bell Telephone Co. yesterday 
that it may charge its three 
million customers for directory 
assistance service and raise the 
price of lecal calls from coin 
telephones from 10 to 20 cents. 

The commission granted the 
company rate increases in- 
tended to boost the utility’s 
revenues by $70 million a year, 
but rejected requests for a 
general increase in rates and 
other changes that would have 
increased the, company’s in- 
come by $186 million. 

Under the order, Illinois Bell 
may charge customers 20 cents 
each for directory assistance 
calls after the first six calls 
each month. The charge of 20 
cents for coin telephone calls 
may be made only after the. 

ility converts such phones to 
“‘dial-tone-first’’ telephones 
with which it is possible to reach 
the operator or dial an 
emergency number without 
payment.

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Illinois Bell wins rate hike 


In its order the ICC allowed 
Bell to increase its rate of 
return from 8.5 per cent to 8.75 
per cent. The company had 
requested a rate increase of 9.5 
to 10 per cent. 

James E. Olson, president of 
Illinois Bell, described the 
ruling ‘unrealistic’’ and said 
the utility will file a new rate 
request soon. 

Olson said: 

“The Illinois Commerce 
Commission’s rate decision -is 
completely unrealistic. It falls 
woefully short of what this 
company needs to provide 
reliable, high-quality telephone 
service. This will force us to file 
for a new request for rates very 
soon. 

“Meanwhile, we will ask the 
commission to reconsider its 
decision. Failing that, we will 
appeal the decision in the 
courts. We have no other choice. 
Nobody wants higher priced 
telephone service. But we think 
that is far, far better than let- 
ting service suffer.

Commonly known as MP- 
Phase IV, the master plan in- 
corporates four. recom- 
mendations made by the BHE 
staff after a series of six public 
hearings in January. 


Two offenses added to 
Granite City crime code 


Ordinances establishing two 
new offenses in the city’s 


_—criminal code were enacted by 


the Granite City Council 
Monday night. 

The new laws will permit 
police to file charges of reckless 
conduct and of intimidation 
under city laws, a procedure by 
which the city will receive fines 
assessed in the courts in such 
cases 

City Attorney George Filcoff 
noted that the city ordinances 
approved Monday night are 
identical to the state law under 
which such charges have been 
filed in the past. Because they 
previously were filed under. 
state laws, fines in such cases 
went to the county instead of the 
city. 

The ordinance prohibiting 
reckless conduct states that ‘‘a 


person who causes bodily harm 
to or endangers the bodily 
safety of an individual by any 
means commits reckless 
conduct if he performs 
recklessly the acts which cause 
the harm or endanger safety, 
whether they are otherwise 
lawful or unlawful.” 


Any person vidlating the act 
may be fined not less than $25 
nor more than $100 for each 
violation. 

The bill prohibiting in- 
timidation provides that such 
an offense occurs. when a 
person, attempts to cause 
another to perform or to omit 
the performance of any act by 
communicating a threat. 

That act also carries a 
penalty of from $25 to $100 for 
each violation.

Still beautiful, despite inflation

VENICE — This is a nice 
place to visit but I don’t think 
I could afford to retire here.

If you recall the story, Col. 
Cantwell had just been busted 
from brigadier general and 

assigned to the post-World 
“War II occupation duty with 
the 88th Infantry Division in 
Trieste. He and his driver 
drove to Venice and parked 
their Buick at the municipal 


garage near the railroad sta- 


ie loaded their bags ona 
launch that resembled a 
speedboat and paid the skip- 
per 3,500 lire. Today that ride 
costs 15,000 lire.

Q. I work as a consultant 
and am paid a high salary for 
only a few months of work 
each year. Yet my taxes are 
withheld at a rate as though I 
were employed the entire 
year. Is there any way I can 
reduce the amount of tax 
withheld? — M. V. B. 

A. Yes. If you are a part- 
year employe, you may 
qualify for reduced withhold- 
ing under the part-year with- 
holding method. You must 
make a written request to 
your employer to withhold 
taxes from your salary by the 
part-year method. in that 
request you must state: 1) 
that you anticipate no more 
than $30,000 gross income 
from all sources this tax 
year; and 2) that you will 
have no more than 245 days of 
continuous employment. 
Contact Taxpayer Service at 
your nearest IRS office to 
make sure you qualify. 


Q. Is unemployment com- 
pensation taxable? — S. L. K. 
A, Whether your unemploy- 
ment compensation is tax- 
able depends on the source. 
Social Security benefits, paid 
monthly or in a lump sum 
from the federal government 
or a state under‘the federal 
program, are not taxable. If 
you are receiving benefits 
from a state under the Fed- 
eral Unemployment Trust 
Fund, it is not taxable. If you 
were a federal employe and 
receive unemployment com- 
pensation, it is not taxable. 
Payments by a state to a 
state employe, not covered by 
the state’s unemployment 
compensation laws, under a 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment and comparable to 
those under the state’s com- 
pensation laws, are taxable.

Russians 
make great 
villains 


THE CARNELLIAN CIR- 
CLE; by Hendrix John; Athe- 
neum; 308 pages; $8.95.

If political assassination, 
vengeance and international 
intrigue are your bag, then 
this fast-paced novel is a one- 
nighter for you. 

Hendrix John is the pseudo- 
nym: of a writer who has 
plenty of reasons to conceal 
his identity. Only a few pages 
into the book and you get the 
feeling that the author has 
been there and back himself. 

A series, of ‘‘accidental” 
deaths of key American po- 
litical figures triggers a 
super-secret investigation 
that points to elusive half-an- 
swers and tantalizing ques- 
tions. 

It is apparent soon that the 
victims, all conservative 
hard-liners unrelenting in 
their opposition to the politics 
of detente, were assassins’ 


prey. 

Their fate appeared to be 
part of a deadly and elabor- 
ate plot by the Russians to 
wipe out America’s right- 
wing elite, hence creating a 
major shift of political power 
in the United States. 

By whose orders were the 
killers able to achieve their 
deadly goals? Was it someone 
with an intimate knowledge 
of the nuances of American 
political power? 

‘There were more questions 
than answers until John 
Hammond, a Los Angeles at- 
torney, is ordered by the CIA 
to find out what really hap- 
pened. 

Hammond's legal expertise 
masks his professionalism of 
a different variety. So he em- 
barks on a desperate journey 
of seduction and betrayal, 
death and discovery — from 
California to Miami, from 
Cuba to the Soviet Union, 
where he is imprisoned and 
tortured in an ancient monas- 
tery built by Carnelian 
monks. 

These are a wandering, 
heretical sect of medieval 
times whose subterfuge 
against the church is trans- 
formed from an historical ab- 
straction into a vivid meta- 
phor — wherein lies the key to 
the terrible riddle Hammond 
must solve. 

Finally, a chance slip by his 
interrogator provides Ham- 
mond’ with a crucial piece to 
the jigsaw. He manages to es- 
cape and follow a tortuous 
trail ‘out of Russia. Back in 
the United States he is ready 
to bring the culprits to book. 
But does he? 

This is not a book you'll put 
down easily. It has the mak- 
ings of an 007 agent’s delight. 
And it so often hits on the 
reality of today’s internation- 
al intelligence machinations 
that perhaps Mr. John had 
better remain Mr. John, at 
least for awhile. 





Dog's death is council issue 


An investigation will be made 
into charges before the City 
Council Monday night that a dog 
owned by a Granite City couple 
was killed by a tranquilizer gun 
used by a humane officer, and 
that the dog was not the one 
actually sought on a complaint 
that had been filed with the 
officers, Mayor Paul Schuler 
told the Press-Record. 

The charges were made by 
Mrs. Bonnie Wickham, 2026 
Cleveland Blvd., in a letter co- 
signed by her husband, Herbert 
Wickham, which said that the 
family’s dog, Jason, was killed 
by a tranquilizer projectile. She 
said she was told at the Animal 
Shelter that the dart struck the 
dog too near the heart, causing 
its death. 

Mrs. Wickham said neither 


she nor her husband were 
notified that the dog was dead 
and that they learned oftit after 
a neighbor went to the animal 
shelter for her to learn whether 
the dog had been picked up. She 
said the dog wore a collar with 
tags, including one that gave 
the name and address of the 
owner. 

Alderman William Dallas, 
chairman of the council’s 
Sanitation Committee, told the 
aldermen that “‘a call was made 
to pick up a dog and they picked 
up the wrong dog.” 

She and her husband then 
went to the animal shelter, she 
said, ‘to identify the body of our 
dog.” She said, “The ex- 
planation given was that Jason 
was shot too close to her heart 
with the tranquilizer and it

The industry expressed 
support of the “initial move to 
deregulation”? provided by 
Senate-passed S. 2310, and said 
this legislation is ‘‘recognition 
of the importance of the 
marketplace in making it 
possible to explore for and 
develop new natural gas sup- 
plies.”” : 

Spokesman for the steel in- 
dustry was Harry Thomas, 
general manager - power, fuel 
and materials distribution, 
United States Steel Corp., and 
chairman of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute's Committee 
‘on Energy. 

Thomas~said the steel in- 
dustry has an active program of 
conservation and of conversion 
to other fuels. However, he 
noted, there are certain critical 
uses which cannot use alter- 
natives to natural gas.

increased supply of natural 
gas,” Thomas said. “At the 
same time, the increased 
market price will restrain the 
growth of consumption and shift 
the gas usage to more efficient 
end uses.” 

Thomas urged government 
action that will “allow the jobs 
of American workers to be 
preserved and help continue our 
economic recovery.”

“We all want to protect the 
environment, but we must 
adjust our standards to meet 
the revenue coming in to do the 
job)” Howlett said.

Handy, suburb-free airport site offers rare opportunity 


Chicago Tribune — The debate over 
where a new metropolitan St. Louis airport 
should be built — in Illinois or Missouri — 
is getting to the best part. It will soon be 
over. 

At hearings in St. Louis Jan. 13, Secretary 
of Transportation William T. Coleman Jr. 
indicated he would make a decision within 
60 days* whether to build a new airport at 
Waterloo, Ill., or to expand Lambert Field 
in St. Louis County. We trust he-will do the 
right thing and choose Illinois. 

The issue has been subjected to more 
study than a freshman text at final exam 
time. 

Three years ago, the Federal Aviation 
Administration said it didn’t need any more 
studies. Yet the debate, which began in the 
1940s, goes on. 

The issue’s rhetoric is based more in 
interstate rivalry and pride than on aviation. 
And, of course, a major new airport can 
become an economic plum for the area 
which surrounds it. 

If we can assume that air transportation 
will increase in importance — and that 
seems to us like a safe assumption — the 
question of added airport facilities for the 
St. Louis area becomes not “if” but 
“when.” 

Lambert, built in 1921, is not only one of 
the oldest major airports in the country, but 
one of the smallest as well. For example, it is 
only 2,000 acres in size, compared with 
9,000 acres for O'Hare. 


Although it only handles one fourth the 
number of passengers that O'Hare handles, 
traffic is expected to triple in the next 20 
years. 

Expansion possibilities for Lambert are 
questionable. It is hemmed in on all sides by 
freeways, industry and suburbs. 

A more reasonable alternative would be 
to use the 18,650-acre site proposed by 
Illinois. 

The Illinois airport would be 19 miles 
from downtown St. Louis, only three miles 
farther away from downtown than Lambert 
is. 

To find a suburb-free site for a new 
airport on the Missouri side would take a 
journey of up to 45 miles from downtown St. 
Louis. 

With the ground portion of a door-to- 
dopr air journey consuming greater per- 

_ cehtages of a trip's elapsed time, airports 
should be closer in, not farther out. 

“Emotions have gotten very much in- 
volved in this debate,"" Gov. Walker told 
Coleman at the hearing. ‘If there weren't a 
state boundary in the Mississippi River, 
there wouldn't be any question the airport 
would be built at Waterloo." 

Gov. Walker is right. And the debate has 
gone on far too long. 

We hope Secretary Coleman sticks to his 
plan of making a decision within 60 days 
and we hope it’s the right one. The airport 
should be in Illinois. 


Congressional sessions 
face television coverage

WASHINGTON — It ap- 
pears now that one sig- 
nificant Bicentennial event 
will be the opening of the 
House and Senate chambers 
to live radio and television 
coverage 

That may seem like small 
stuff in these days when tele- 
vision goes almost every- 
where to show us what life 
looks and sounds like. 

But you must understand 
that being able to sit in your 
horne and watch your elected 
representatives doing your 
business at your expense will 
be a victory of major propor- 
tions by the television net- 
works. 

For years the representa- 
tives and senators have re- 
sisted the idea of television in 
the House and Senate cham- 
bers. | 

Why, voters might get the 

impressions from 
watching and hearing -the 
politicians debate major 
issues! 


Some politicians say 
ridiculous things; they de- 
serve protection. Some say 
one thing in debate but an- 
other thing at Rotary Club 
luncheons back home; they 
need protection. Some mem- 
bers doze while issues of ma- 
jor significance are being dis- 
cussed; they should be pro- 
tected. 

The only official record of 
floor proceedings is the Con- 
gressional Record. Everyone 
knows it contains some bril- 
liant speeehes that never 
were delivered. It doesn’t 
contain some dumb remarks 


that were uttered but were 
edited out by the utterer be- 
fore the Record went to press. 

And reporters sitting in the 
press galleries take notes 
only of the major speeches 
and arguments as their news 
reports have no space for 
much else. 

Besides, a story that a cer- 
tain politician slept through 
the debate, awakening only to 
cast his vote, always can be 
denied because cameras are 
not permitted in the cham- 
bers except for special cere- 
monial occasions. 

But now, in this Bicenten- 
nial year, all this is: likely to 
change. 


After years of patiently tes- 
fyi House and 


rightness of television cover- 
age, electronic media‘ offi- 
cials consider: the battle won 
and permission only a matter 
of months away.

The Senate, whose mem- 
bers traditionally have had a 
closer rapport with televi- 
sion, is moving much slower 
on its resolution to admit the 
electronic media. 

However, there no longer is 
any suggestion that senators 
don’t want to be televised in 
debate. The delay seems to be 
due to having more important 
issues to consider. An official 
of the Senate Rules Commit- 
tee said hearings on the reso- 
lution likely will be scheduled 
for late spring. 

The American public got a 
good look at the congres- 
sional committee system in 
action during the Senate 
hearings on Watergate and 
the House action on the im- 
peachment ‘of President 
Nixon. 

And although committees 
are where legislation is 
shaped, the chamber floors 
are where the local and 
regional, partisan and 
ideological sentiments are 
expressed most strongly. 
Television would provide the 
public an informed look that 
is long overdue. 


Is earth's sun 
shield melting?

A “great space debate” is 
developing over whether man 
or nature is threatening to 
pierce the ozone shield which 
protects earth from the sun’s 
deadliest rays. 

The argument started 
about three years ago when a 
group of scientists persuaded 
Congress that a fleet of su- 
personic transports _(SSTs) 
flying in the atmosphere 
probably would diminish the 
ozone protection to such an 
extent that eventually the 
sun’s ultraviolet rays would 
trigger outbreaks of skin can- 
cer among us earthlings and 
cause dangerous tempera- 
ture shifts around the world. 
The latter, they warned, 
might lead to another “Ice 


Age.” 

Congress was so impressed 
it killed the nation’s SST pro- 
gram after about $2 billion al- 
ready had been spent on re- 
search, development design 
and construction of a mock- 


up. 

So the ozone depletion dis- 
cussion died down for awhile, 
until the environmentalists 
stirred it up again. Now the 
federal space agency 
(NASA), the Commerce De- 
partment’s National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration (NOAA) and the aero- 
space industry are involved 
in efforts to settle the argu- 
ment over whether the ozone 
is diminishing and, if so, to 
identify the culprit: 

In mid-November NASA 
launched an atmosphere ex- 
plorer satellite equipped with 
an ultraviolet. spectrometer 
to measure the ozone layer in 
the equatorial region of the 
globe. 

Originally, the satellite was 
to have been sent aloft with a 
variety of atmospheric meas- 
uring instruments but no 
ozone detector. 

Last spring NASA added 
the latter ‘to measure the at- 
mospheric distribution of 
ozone on a global scale” as 
environmentalists warned 
that man-made pollutants are 
building up in the atmosphere 
at such a rapid rate that they 
will begin breaking down the 
ozone layer before the end of 
the 1970s. 

With the SST gone, they 
pointed at commercial aero- 
sol pollutants as the new vil- 
lains, claiming they climb in- 
to the atmosphere and attack 
the ozone layer. 

However, three NOAA sci- 
entists have countered these 


tenuous ozone layer. 

The scientists, attached to 
NOAA’s Aeronomy Labora- 
tory in Boulder, Colo., sug- 
gest that these solar proton 
events might well be as guilty 
a culprit as aerosols or nucle- 
ar testing. 

Nitric oxide is one of the 
family of nitrogen oxides 
which appears to be a natural 
enemy of the ozone, accord- 
ing to the NOAA scientists. 

The chief source of nitric 
oxide is the conversion of 
nitrous oxide, produced by 
bacteria in the soil and ocean 
waters and released into the 
atmosphere. The NOAA re- 
searchers calculate that this 
natural process puts between 
2 million and 250 million 
molecules of nitric oxide per 
square centimeter per second 
into the ozone-destroying 
business. 

The aerospace industry’s 
role in this space detective 
drama was underlined re- 
cently when NASA awarded 
two $500,000 study contracts 
for preliminary design of 
manned space shuttle equip- 
ment to observe the upper at- 
mosphere and determine. to 
what extent the sun’s lethal 
ultraviolet rays are eating 
away at the ozone. 

The equipment would be 
carried in the shuttle’s 
Spacelab, a scientist-manned 
laboratory to be carried 
aboard the next-generation 
spacecraft of the early 1980s. 

NASA scientists claim such 
high atmospheric studies 
may help to find a way to 
maintain earth’s shield 
against solar attacks and to 
understand the factors lead- 
ing to atmospheric con- 
tamination and long-term 
weather changes such as the 
recurrence of the Ice Age. 


Walker hopes for 
high vote turnout

SPRINGFIELD — The last 
time a maverick slate of 
Democrats challenged the 
endorsed slate in the primary 
the regulars won — but the 
real winners were the Repub- 
licans in the general election. 
The year was 1940. Not 
since then has a war been 
waged against the Chicago 
machine as Gov. Dan Walker 
is now doing. 

The regular organization 
Democrats are supporting 
Secretary of State Michael 
Howlett for governor, of 
course, over Walker. The or- 
ganization hasn’t attempted 
to defeat an incumbent gov- 
ernor in 40 years, and they 
failed to do so that time when 
Gov. Henry Horner easily de- 
feated Herman Bundesen by 
161,092 votes. 

Significantly, the total vote 
in the 1936 Democratic pri- 
mary was 1,597,418. 

The number of persons 
voting dropped sharply over 
the years until 1972 when 
1,563,193 Democrats voted. In 
that election, Walker upset 
the organization backed can- 
didate, Paul Simon, by 41,213.

needs another extremely high 
voter turnout if he is to defeat 
Howlett in March. 

‘They reason the machine 
has a relatively stable 
amount of votes it can deliver 
for Howlett, and a low turnout 
of other voters would virtual- 
ly insure his victory. 

In addition, Walker’s 
greatest appeal is as an anti- 
establishment politician, so 
he must get those anti-estab- 
lishment types to the polls on 
election day. 

‘That's why the governor is 
running a slate of candidates 
for the other state offices, 

as many can-

The 
More contests the merrier 
because the prospects are

Horner favored his attorney 
general, John Cassidy, for the 
Democratic nomination.

Auditor Edward Barrett. 

They compromised by 
agreeing on Harry Hershey of 
Taylorville as the candidate. 
Part of the deal was that Bar- 
rett would be dri from 
the ticket. weet 

But there was a Dermo- 
cratic revolt. 

Then Lt. Gov. John Stelle 
decided to challenge Hershey 
for the nomination, and a 
slate of mavericks ran with 
him — Ben Adamowski for 
U.S. senator; George May- 
pole for lieutenant governor 
and Barrett for re-election as 
auditor. 

Hershey won the nomina- 
tion by 331,150 votes and the 
entire maverick slate went 
down to defeat. The wounds 
did not heal by November, 
though, and the entire Repub- 
lican ticket won with the ex- 
ception of the secretary of 
state candidate, Justus John- 
son. He lost to incumbent Ed- 
ward Hughes — the only 
Democrat -who ae not have

Children encounter 
lack of concern in 
many homes—adviser

Life in the United States is 
changing — and fast. And it 
isn’t surprising that some of the 
changes affect family members 
in a variety of ways. 

That’s how many family life 
authorities explain the current 
difficulties some people have in 
holding to the more traditional 
family structures. 

For example, they cite the 
decreasing number of adults in 
the family who care for 
children. Less than four per 
cent of all U. S. households 
include both children and 
grandparents. And even if the 
grandparents live near, they 
often prefer not to be involved in 
child-raising responsibilities. 


Another change is the greater 
involvement of-both parents in 
full-time jobs, About 25 per cent 
of all U. S. children less than six 
years of age have working 
mothers. And half of the 
mothers in single-parent 
families are now in the labor 
force. 

The boom in use of child care 
centers is another change. 
Between 1965 and 1970, the 
number of children in such 
centers doubled. There con- 
tinttes-to be a greater demand 
than supply of such facilities. 

At the same time, parents 
find it difficult to judge which 
facilities provide the most 
satisfactory care — and dif- 
ficult to pay for them. 

The divorce rate among 
families with children has 


nearly doubled during the past 
10 years. 

In 1970, ten per cent of all 
children less than six years of 
age lived in single-parent 
families. 

Of course, the increased cost 
of living is having far-reaching 
effects on U. S. families. And 
while the effect exists at all 
economic levels, the greatest 
stress is on the lower-income 
families. 

Most single-parent families 
live in poverty. In 1970, the 
average income for single- 
parent families with children 
less than six years of age was 
$3,100. 

Many factors contribute to 
the alienation of families and 
children. One example is 
separation of residence and 
business, and of child-care 
facilities and business. 

Some research reports 
document a trend toward less 
interaction between parents 
and children. There’s no doubt 
about it; many of today’s 
children’ are organization 
children. Children are isolated 
from parents by organized 
formal and informal activities 
— and by television. 

Asa result, children today are 
more dependent on peers than 
before — especially in families 
where one or both parents are 
frequently gone. 

Evidence indicates that 
children’s attachment to others 
their own age seems more 
greatly influenced by lack of 
attention and concern at home 
than by any positive attraction 
of the peer group itself.

fund transfer 


The Illinois Bankers Associa- 
tion has commissioned a 
massive feasibility study of the 
need for creation of a statewide 
electronic funds transfer net- 
work. 

Arthur F. Busboom, Rantoul, 
president of the 971-member 
bank group, said the study will 
be conducted by the 
management consulting 
division of the accounting firm 
of Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & 
Co. The firm will make its 
recommendations to the IBA 
about April 1 of this year. 

“Ilinois becomes ‘the first 
major state to commission such 
an independent and extensive 
EFT project. The recommenda- 
tion to carry out and fund the 
study came after our funds 
transfer committee completed 
seven months of research. 

“During this time, they 
traveled extensively across the 
country to analyze strengths 
and weaknesses in electronic 
funds transfer networks and 
systems which were functioning 
or being developed. The IBA is 
now prepared to prudently and 
objectively determine the 
feasibility of our trade group 
sponsoring an independent EFT 
network. 

“This network would be 
designed to provide all banks 
seeking electronic funds 
transfer capabilities an 
alternative to existing systems 
in our state,” Busboom said. 
“Above all, we want to be ab- 
solutely certain that consumers 
in Illinois are benefited by such 
a network and that their right of 
privacy and security in 
financial transactions is 
protected.” 

Daniel N. Quigley, chairman 
of the IBA's 15-member EFT 
committee, said the study will 
investigate legal, financial, 
organizational, marketing and 
implementation requirements 
for a statewide network. 

“It is the opinion of the IBA’s 
EFT committee and our 
governing Council of 
Administration that our ap- 
proach to this question is being 
handled in a positive manner. 
The long range implications of 
electronic banking require 
careful consideration now. 

“If our study finds that 
Illinois banks and consumers 
need a viable alternative in the 
EFT environment, then the IBA 
will give serious consideration 
to sponsoring the formation of a 
separate entity which will be 
owned, operated and main- 
tained by the banks of this state. 

“Through this entity and the 
resulting network, consumers 
will be able to take advantage of 
any electronic banking need 
(such as point-of-sale ter- 
minals) that might exist,’’ 
Quigley concluded.
